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Citrus Marketing Orders 
Escape Court Denunciation 


As "AAA Declared Illegal 


ARMSTRONG RULES 
THAT AGREEMENTS 
TO BE IN EFFECT 


Shipments From Here Will Be 
Governed by Act Going 
In Force Monday 


The new citrus agreement gov- 
erning shipments of fruit from 
this district and other parts of 
California and Arizona is not af- 
fecaed by the United States Su- 
preme court ruling against the 
AAA, according to word received 
today from Faul S. Armstrong, 
general manager of the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange by 
the Ontario-Cucamonga esas 
Exchange. : 

Operation of the “Triple A” in 
this district has resulted in im- 
proved conditions for citrus grow- 
ers and it is cheering news from 
Mr. Armstrong on the unofficial 
interpretation of the court ruling 
against the AAA. 

“The decision will not preclude 
the continuance of the citrus 
marketing agreement and order,” 
Mr. Armstrong said in a message 
delivered here over the Exchange 
teletype system. 

This expression came from him 
yesterday afternoon after a very 
brief perusal of the court’s de- 
cision. Another statement from 
him this morning’ said in part as 
follows 

“Just advised department of ag- 
riculture, wiring all local exten- 
sion service and field offices cov- 
ering supreme court decision in 
which statement is made that de- 
cision does not affect marketing 
agreement and order.” 

The marketing agreement was 
not linked with any processing 
tax phase of the AAA and it was 
this phase of the agricultural act 
that received the objections of 
the supreme court. The market- 
ing agreement was a mutual ar- 
rangement among citrus growers 
in California and Arizona to regu- 
late shipments. A new agreement 
and crder is to go into effect next 
Monday and plans were going 
ahead today to operate under the 
new agreement. 

It is possible that further study 
of the court’s decision will result 
in the new agreement being void, 
but Mr. Armstrong expressed 
himself as believing the agree- 
ments would not be affected.
